Fire-blight  Control  Regulations. 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  the  “  Plant  Pro¬ 
tection  Act,”  chapter  254  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the  follow¬ 
ing  regulations  have  been  approved  by  Order 
in  Council  No.  2694,  dated  December  6th, 
1949:  — 

1.  These  regulations  may  be  cited  as  the 
“  Fire-blight  Control  Regulations.” 

2.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Inspector  ”  means  an  Inspector  appointed 
under  the  “Plant  Protection  Act”: 

“  Grower  ”  means  any  owner,  occupier,  or 
caretaker  of  land  using  same  for  the 
purpose  of  producing  pome  fruits — pear, 
apple,  and  quince — or  on  whose  land 
any  of  the  following  trees  grow:  Haw¬ 
thorn  (Cratsegus) ,  saskatoon  ( Amelan - 
chier) ,  and  mountain-ash  ( Pyrus  sp.). 

3.  Any  Inspector  may  inspect  any  grower’s 
trees  at  any  time. 

4.  Fire-blight  infected  trees  shall  have  all 
evidence  of  fire-blight  infection  removed  dur¬ 
ing  the  dormant  season  by  the  proper  cutting- 
out  of  all  blight-infected  wood.  This  work 
shall  be  completed  by  the  grower  whose  trees 
are  infected,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspec¬ 
tor. 

5.  Fire-blight  infections  occuring  during  the 
growing  season  shall  be  dealt  with  as  the  In¬ 
spector  shall  direct. 

6.  If  any  grower  fails  to  undertake  the 
necessary  work  in  the  cutting-out  of  blight- 
infected  wood  or  the  treatment  of  fire-blight 
infections  during  the  growing  season  as  in¬ 
structed  by  the  Inspector,  such  work  or  treat¬ 
ment  as  may  be  required  may  be  undertaken 
by  any  person  acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
Minister,  and  the  cost  of  such  work  or  treat¬ 
ment  shall  be  charged  against  the  grower. 

7.  Every  grower  who  contravenes  any  of  the 
provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be  guilty 
of  an  offence  and,  upon  summary  conviction, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars  and  not  less  than  ten  dollars  or  to 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  month  or 
to  both  fine  and  imprisonment.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  everv  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:
